verters attain high temperatures, 
especially it the engine is under 
load 
“Gull Oil Corporation tested two 
production model cars with 351 and 
400 cubic inch catalytic converter 
equipped 
engines 
Converter 
surface temperatures as high as 
990 degrees were reached under the 
most severe test conditions 
a hill 
climb at 
full throttle. 
At 
that 
temperature tile 
engineers 
felt 
contact could ignite dry grass, 
agricultural 
dusts 
and 
other 
flammable substances. Converter 
surface reached temperatures as 
high as 660 degrees under normal 
operating 
conditions

Spraying wheat with 2-4D 
for weed control when the 
wheat is in the lx>at or soft 
dough stage may result iii 
considerable yield reductions 
says Jones County Extension 
Agent Kirby Clayton Weed 
control with J-4D should lie 
done when wheat is tillering 
and before boot stage or else 
farm ers should wait until 
after the grain has hardened 
in the shuck 
lf weeds are real had now 
and farm ers are undecided 
which 
would 
result 
in 
greatest loss spraying for 


weeds or loss from the weeds 
them selves 
then 
the 
regular recommended rate of 
4 Lh of 2-4D per acre might 
tx* reduced to I 3 Lh per acre 
and result

less 
wheat 
dam age and still kill most of 
the weeds 


The amine form of 2-4D 
should be used since there is 
less drift to adjoining crops 
such as gardens and valuable 
shade trees

The farm leaders reviewed 
and approved reports on their 
business 
activities 
and 
services. They also adopted 
several resolutions on state 
and national 
legislative 
issues affecting farmers, 
ranchers and rural people. 
In a carefully worded 
resolution that pointed out the 


shortcomings in the new 
federal price support and 
target price legislation, the 
farm group urged President 
Ford to sign the legislation. 
“ Although the proposed 
changes in the farm program 
are totally inadequate to 
meet the needs of agriculture 
and to assure the consumer 


an adequate supply of food 
and fiber, we recognize that 
this is the best that we can 
expect out of this session of 
Congress, and until a com­ 
prehensive 
new 
farm 
program is passed, we urge 
President Ford to sign the 
farm bill. If the President 
fails to do this, we urge 


Congress to override his 
veto,” the Farmers Union 
Board stated. 


The farm 
organization 
went on record in support of 
intrastate price regulation of 
natural gas, a pipeline gas 
tax, a strong utilities com­ 
mission including provisions 
for territorial integrity to 
rural electric cooperatives, 
regulation of corporation 
farming, a state indemnity 


paym ent 
for 
brucellosis 
losses and lower ad valorem 
taxes on agricultural land. 
The farm leaders expressed 
their disagreement with the 
G overnor’s 
school 
tax 
program, because “it places 
an undue burden of the school 
tax load on the farmer and 
rancher.” 


The F armers Union Board 
postponed action on several 
federal and state issues. The

Dear editor: 
The trouble with scientists 
is that sometimes some of 
them don’t have enough to do 
and consequently come up

examining the drinking water 
in the United States and have 
announced that in 79 major 
cities the water is highly 
questionable, if not possibly 
dangerous.

nowhere. It reminds me of 
the graduate student who 
proved, after a nation-wide 
survey, and got his Ph D 
degree for it, that there are 3 
per cent more telephone poles

Spraying wheat with 2-4D
